The Bible in Cleveland, Tennessee, Schools

Bible study in the Cleveland city schools was instituted 
by the Ministerial Association in the fall of 1944, after 
approval was secured from the city superintendent and 
city Board of Commissioners. 

A Bible Committee was appointed by the Association. 
Present members are Rev. Samuel Melton, chairman; E. L. 
Ross, secretary; Rev. R. C. Cook, treasurer; Mrs. W. A. 
Garrott, P.T.A. Representative; and Mrs. Lawrence

The Bible curriculum is intended to be a through-the- 
Bible course, emphasizing historical facts and literary 
values. Thus the pupil familiarizes himself with the Bible 
as a book for study and not merely for reference. Temper- 
ance, honesty, purity, truthfulness and like virtues are 
stressed, as the lives of Bible characters are unfolded. 

The elementary Bible course begins with the second 
grade. Once a week, Bible stories are presented to the vari- 
ous grade levels for at least 30-minute periods, with 


memory and notebook assignments. 


Certificates are awarded to pupils in the fourth through 
eighth grades for creditable work. Gold medals are pre- 
sented to the outstanding Bible student in both the

it is such a momentous occasion. His 
foreknowledge of their rejecting Him, 
the blindness of the religious, yet 
self-seeking Pharisees, the shadow of 
the coming crucifixion could in no- 
wise minimize the glorious possibili- 
ties involved in the fulfillment of 
prophecy declared so many years be- 
fore, “Behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee: he is- just, and having salvation; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass and up- 
on a colt the foal of an ass.” This an- 
nouncement of His coming was pro- 
fixed by “Rejoice greatly, O daughter 
of zion; shout, O daughter of Jerusa- 
lem.” 

So’ the disciples got happy. They 
shouted, not because they understood 
it altogether, but because they were 
susceptible to the mighty influences 
of God, and God had chosen this time 
to bless them and cause them to 
shout His high praises and to an- 
nounce the coming King. I don’t 
think it was planned by any political 
convention. There was no ringleader, 
as we find in many unions and organ- 
izations, to sponsor such an enthusi- 
astic outbreak. I read of no cheer 
leader encouraging them to _ shout. 
But, this was of God. The time had 
come that the culmination of a great 
plan was at hand, and God wanted 
His people to rejoice. When I read 
this passage and had thought on it, 
God blessed my soul also, and I did 
some shouting and praising God, too. 
Think of it! It was for this very thing 
that Jesus was born, born to be the 
King. He is riding into Jerusalem—the 
coronation march, the triumphant 
entry. You may say Jesus was born 
so that He might die for our sins. Yes, 
but that was only another step in 
that great plan. No wonder Satan, in 
his temptation, offered to Jesus all 
the kingdom’s of this world and the 
glory of them if He would but fall 
down and worship him. Satan knew 
this was the ultimate goal of Christ. 
He offered to him a short cut, but 
Jesus refused to take the kingdoms 
that way. Though He was rejected 





and crucified, He yet will come and 
be King of kings and Lord of lords. 

The Pharisees, though very pious 
and religious, could not see this. There 
are many people today, and some of 
them very religious, too, who do not 
see that we have anything to shout 
about when we get saved, or when 
we get to thinking about the soon 
coming of our Lord and Saviour to 
receive us unto Himself. We are living 
in a day now that is rapidly fulfilling 
prophecy, just as much so as in the 
days of Jesus. Jesus said that “many 
prophets and kings have desired to 
see those things which ye see, and 
have not seen them; and to hear 
those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard them.” He said to His disci- 
ples, “Blessed are the eyes which see 
the things that ye see.” To those will- 
ing to do God’s will, and go all the 
way with the Lord, the Lord has, in 
His own way, opened up their under- 
standing and given them spiritual 
vision and perception. For those who 
choose to walk in their own ways, even 
though they may be very religious, 
God has allowed darkness to cover 
them so that they cannot perceive 
spiritual truths. God’s messages and 
truths are sent out in code, so to speak, 
and unless one has the key, that he 
can solve this code, it is meaningless. 
That is why many people say they 
cannot understand the Bible. They 
choose to walk in their own ways, and 
there is no light shed upon God’s Holy 
Word for them. Should they turn 
from their own ways to God with all 
their hearts and choose to walk in 
God’s ways, the light would soon 
dawn and they too would receive a 
blessing from heaven when God chose 
to pour one out. 

If this blindness of the unspiritual 
was inconsequental, then it wouldn’t 
matter so much, but this blindness 
will bring them to eternal torment. 
Just as surely as the blindness on the 
part of the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
brought the judgment that followed

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Can Anyone 
Backslide?

John 15:2, “Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away.” Note 
the term “in me.” Surely a sinner 
could not get into Christ, and still be a 
sinner, 

Christians had better take heed; 
they had better be sure they are not 
barren, and doubly sure their fruit is 
good. One little boy said he could tell 
a tree by its fruit, and his daddy bore 
crab apples. 

Verse 8 says Christ wants “much 
fruits’; Verse 16 “fruit that will re- 
main” (IN THE TESTING DAY). In 
verse 4 Christ said, “Abide in me.” 

I want to ask the eternal-security 
folk that if anyone can’t leave Christ, 
then why does Christ say, “Stay with 
me,” “Abide in me,” etc. The word 
“abide” means be present, endure. 
One scripture says he that endureth 
unto the end shall be saved. Not to 
them that enjoy a little while, but that 
ENDURE ALL THE WAY TO THE 
END. Why beg someone to stay with 
you if they can’t leave you? 

A preacher once told me he was 
saved and was rejoicing because he 
knew he would be saved one thousand 
years from now. He also said he asked 
God every night to forgive him of his 
sins that day. Well, as for me, if I 
knew I’d be saved one thousand years 
from now (regardless of what hap- 
pens), I’d not lose much sleep over a 
few unforgiven sins. IT’S CLEAR AS 
MUD, ISN’T IT? 

Listen to what the Spirit of God 
caused a man to say, in 2 Chron. 15:1, 
2, “And the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah. .. and he went out to meet 
Asa, and said unto him, Hear ye me, 
Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin; 
The Lord is with you, while ye be with 
him; and if ye seek him, he will be 
found of you; but if ye forsake him, 
he will forsake you.”

Peter was still remembered and 
loved, and, thank God, he made a 
come-back. 

Once a tourist said to a native, 
“This is a very dangerous precipice.

The native said, “A warning 
sign was put-up for two years, and 
no one fell over, so they took down 
the sign.” Honestly, I think the doc- 
trine of eternai security is one of the 
most dangerous pitfalls the devil has 
ever invented. We need big danger 
signs, in flaming’ red letters, 
STAY AWAY—DON’T COME NEAR— 
THERE’S GREAT DANGER IN FALL- 
ING INTO ETERNAL DAMNATION.

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N THE OLD TESTAMENT, whenever 

the word “sanctify” is used, it comes 
from the Hebrew word “qadash,” 
which means to make clean, conse- 
crate, dedicate, hallow, or make holy. 

In the New Testament, wherever 
the word “sanctify” is used, it is 
taken from the Greek word “hagiazo,” 
which means to make holy; i. e., to 
purify or consecrate. 

Sanctification is to make pure from 
all desires that turn one from God. 
Sanctification has to do with our 
character and conduct, It is a separa- 
tion from evil and a dedication unto 
God. Sanctification is a work of God’s 
grace whereby we are renewed in the 
whole man after the image of God 
and enabled to live righteously in this 
present world through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

I. Christ prayed for our sanctifica- 
tion. 

“Sanctify them through thy truth; 
thy word is truth. As thou has sent 
me into the world, even so have I also 
sent them into the world. And for 
their sakes I sanctify myself, that 


they also might be sanctified through” 


the truth. Neither pray I for these 
alone, but for them also which shall 
believe on me through their word,” 
John 17:17-20. 

II. Christ suffered to sanctify His 
people, 

“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate,”

III. Christ gave His life that He 
might sanctify the Church.
